_X< Are thefe the only Wars in which King Henry 
Was cngaged ? 


A. The Scotch marching into England, in order to 
make a Diverfion, with an Army of 60,000 Men, 
headed by Fames LV. their King; the Earl of Surry 
advanced towards them with 260c0 Men; attacked 
them the gth of September, 1513 at Flodden, where 
they were advantageoufly poited, and entirely de- 
feated them. ‘James 1V. was never feen afier the 
Battle, he lofing his Life in it. 

Q. Did Heary ftop here ? 

A. Fames V. King of Scotland, having promifed 
to come to Yord, and there confer with King Hen>y, 
forfeited his Word. Henry, to revenge himéelf of 
Fames, entered Scotland, when the Scotch Army fly- 
ing, the Eng/i/h took a great Number of Prifoners. 
This Lofs joined to other Vexations, fo ftrongly af- 
feted the King of Scotland, that he died December 
14, 1542. 

. af what Difeafe did King Henry die? 

A. A Complication of Humours falling upon an 
old Sore in his Leg, brought him to his End, the 
28th of Fanuary, 1547, inthe Thirty-cighth of his 
Reign, he being fifty-fix Years‘of Age. 

Q, Did he leave azy Iflue ? 

4. Yes, two Daughters, Mary and Elizabeth; 
and one Son call’d Edward. He had the firlt by 
Catherine Of Arragon; the fecond by dane Boleyx, 

and 
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Edward, the younzelt, by Jane Seymour. 

2. How did he regulate the Succeflion ? 

4. Ve ordain’d, by his laft Will and Teftament, 
that Edavard fhould fuccced him ; and in Default of 
lis tffue, Mery fhould be recogniz’d (Queen ; and that 
in cafe fhe died without Children, £i:zabeth fhowld 
be advanced to the Throne. 

»?. How many Wives had he? 

4A. Six; the firt was Carherine of Arragon, who 
brought him Princefs Mary, whom he at firft declared 

by A& of Parliament, incapable of fuccceding him ; 
but he foon repealed it. ‘Two other of his Children 
by this Queen died young. 

:’, Who was his fecond Wife? 

dA. Anna Bo'syn, by whom he had only one 
aughter, named Elizabeth, who fucceeded Queen 

y. Anna Boleyn was beheaded the 16th of May, 
1536, a Martyr to Henry’s Jealouly. The Lord 
Richf.rd, Brother to that Queen, was aceufed of 
havint committed Inceft with his Sifter, and beheaded, 
tovether with four of the Queen’s Servants who were 
acculed of a criminal Correfpondence with her. But 
there is no convincing Proof of the Jutlice of this 
Charge ; and we mutt oblerve that the Raman Catho- 
dicks did all that lay in their Power to fully her Fame, 
becauie fhe favour'd the Reformation. 

©, Whoin did King Henry marry afterwards ? 

A. ‘Fane Seymour, whom hetook to Wife the very 
next Day, and caufed to be crowned with the utmott 
Magnifcence. ‘This Queen was delivered Odfober 
12, 1537, Of Prince Edward (who fucceeded his 
Father) and of whom fhe die« in Childbed. 

2%. Who was his fourth Wife ? 

A. Anne of Cleves, Sifter to the Duke of Cleeves. 
This Lady was reprefented to Henry as one of the 
mott lovely Women of her Age; but he was fo much 
diiyutted atthe firft Sight of her, that he could never 
prevail with himfelf to love her, and put her from 
him five Months after. 

2. Who was the fifth? 

4. Catherine Eloavard, Niece to the Duke of Nor- 
folk, and Coufin-german to Anne Boleyn. As fhe 
was a great Beauty, he fell fuddenly in Love with 
her; but it was not lafting, the being accufed of 
Adultery. Dereham, Manneck, and Cz peper Con- 
fefiing that they had often lain with her, were all 
three beheaded. ‘The Queen confefs’d, that before 
her Marriage, fhe had prottituted herfelf to feveral, 
but denied, as fhe hop’d to enter into Heaven, her 
having ever polluted her Confort’s Bed. She was 
condemned by A& of Parliament to lofe her Head ; 
and was executed accordingly upon Jower-Hii/, tie 
r2th ot February, 1542. 

*. Who was his iixth Wife ? 

a. Catherine Parr, Reli® of Lord. Latimer. She 
was handiome, and her engaging and infinuating 
Carriage gained her univerfal Eltteem, to which we 


muft add, that fhe had an extenfive and penetrating 
Grentus. ‘Dhis Lady embraced the Do&trine of Ly- 


ther, which had like to have colt her her Life, 
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Q. In what Manner did the efcape King Hex", 
Croelty ? 

A. Her Carefles and Intreaties were fo prevalen: 
that he revoked the Order he had given for feizing and 
bringing her to a Trial; but perhaps fhe would nog 
have been fafe, had not Death {natch’d away King 
Henry {ome Time after. 

Q, Pray give fome little Account of thofe, who 
were the chief Inftruments cf the Separation of the 
People of Eng/and from the Church of Rome. 

Ay Thomas Weoljey (the firft who promoted the D}. 
vorce) wasa Butcher’s Sonof J//wich in Suffolk, and 
born duno 1471. He was a Student at Magdalen 
College in Oxford, and greatly diftinguifhed by his 
Talents. He had been in the preceeding Reign, 
Reétor of Lymington in Hampjoire. Fox Bithop of 
Winchefier introduced him to Court, and got him ap- 
pointed Almoner to the Houfhold. The next Year 
he was made Dean of Lincoln. 

2, Was he raifed to higher Dignities ? 

A, Henry VIII, who had a great Affection for 
him, appointed him a Member of his Privy Council ; 
made him Prime Minifter, a little after Bifhop of 
Lincoln, and afterwards Archbifhop of York; and by 
the Intereft of Francis I. he was raifed to the Purple. 
Henry made him Lord Chancellor, and likewife ob- 
tained a Commiffion from the Pope, by which he was 
appointed legate a /atere. 

9. Did not fo many Preferments fatisfy his Am. 
bition ? 

A. No; heaimed at the Pontifical Chair, to which 
Charles V. had promifed to raife him ; but as that 
Emperor failed to promote his Intereft in two Con- 
claves, in the firft whereof he caufed Adrian, for- 
merly his Tutor, to be elected Pope; Wol/ey, out 
of Revenge, perfuaded King Henry to follicite the 
Divorce, which Affair afterwards proved his Ruin. 

2, In what Manner? : 

A. As Wolfey had not Credit enough, at the Court 
of Rome, to obtain the Grant of thoie Things, with 
which he had flattered King Henry, he became odi- 
ous to that Prince ; who, tired out with the continual 
Complaints made againft him, and the repeated Sol- 
licitation of Anne Boleyx, feiz’d all his Furniture, 
Papers, and Money ; and even impeach’d him of 
High Treafon, which afie€ted him to fuch a Degree, 
that he died with Grief at Leiceffer-Abbey, Novem- 
ber 29th, 1530. 


2. W hat have you to fay of Thomas Cranmer? 

4. He was born at “/lakton im Nottinghamlhirt, 
and educated at ¥efus College in the Univerfity of 
Cambridge. He had travelled into Germany, where 
having read Luther’s Books, he enibraced his Doc- 
trincs. It was he who pOinted outa Method to the 
King for difolving his Marriage with Catberine of 
Avragon, by fending for the Sentiments (in writing) 
of all the Univerficies in Europe, which Project was 
fucceisful. ‘The King nominated him Archbifhop 0! 
Canterbury. Saat 
2. Did Cranmer accept of that Dignity.

projeed to demolith their own Building.” Am- 
bitious he certainly was, to a very high Degree, and 
vet at the fame Time feemed to have a pailionate 
Regard to the publick Good: Yet be applied himfelf 
jo induftrioufly to the Bufinefs of the Common- 
wealth, and difcovered fuch Abilities for managing 
it, that his greateft Enemies acknowledged he was 
not unworthy of the Government, if his Way to it 
had been juft and innocent. And he fhewed his good 
Underftanding in nothing more, than in feeking out 
capable and worthy Men for all Employments, but 
more particularly for the Courts of Law, which gave 
a general Satisfaction. 

Tho’ he was brave in his Perfon, yet he was wary 
in his Condu&t; for from the Time he was firit de- 
clared Protector, he always wore a Coat of Mail 
under his Cloaths. He was very cautious and re- 
ferved whenever there was Occafion, and in Matters 
of greateft Moment trufted none but his Secretary 
Thurloe, and oftentimes not him. No Perfon feem’d 
to be Mafter of fo much, and fo particular Intel- 
ligence as Cromwe//, nor did ever any of our Mo- 
oarchs maintain the Honour of the £ng/i/> Nation 
better than the Protecior. 

Cromwell’s Influence was fo great in France, that 
the Cardinal durft not deny him any Thing; which 
he took very hard, and complained of to thofe he 
could be free with. He one Day made a Vifit to 
Madam Turenne, and when he took his Leave of her, 
the, as fhe was wont to do, befought him to continue 
gracious to the Churches. Upon which Mazarine 
told her, That he knew not how to behave himielf. 
If he advifed the King to punifh and fuppref$ their 
Infolence, Cromave/] threatened him to join with the 
Spaniard ; and if he fhewed any Favour to them, at 
Rome they accounted him an Heretick. °Twas faid, 
that the Cardinal would change Countenance, when 
he heard Cromawe// named; {o that it pailed into a 
Proverb in France, That he was not fo much afraid 
of the Devil as he was of Oliver Cromwell. 

Spain dreaded him, and courted his Friendfiip, as 
much as France, tho’ the latter prevailed. When 
the Spenifo Ambaflador was informed, tbat the Fleet, 
under Penn and Venables was gone towards the Wefi- 
fnaies, and that the Storm wes likely to fall upon 
lome of his Mafter’s Territories, he applied himfelf 
to the Proteflor, to know whether he had any juft 
Giound of Complaint againft the King his Matter; 
if fo, he was ready to give him all peflible Satis- 
faction, The Proteflor demanded a Liberty to 
Gade to the Sp.nih Wep-indies, and the Repeal of 
the Laws of thé Inquifition ; To which the Ambaf- 
fador replied, ‘That his Mafter had but two Eyes, and 
that he would have him to put them both out at 
once. 
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The States of Holland fo dreaded him, that they 
were very careful to give him no Umbrage: And 
when at any Time the King or his brothers came to 
fee their Sifter, the Princels of Orangr, within a 
Day or two they ufed to fend a Deputation to ac- 
quaint them, that Cremawe//had obliged them to give 
them no Harbour. When King Char/es was feeking 
for a Pretext fora War withthe Dustcs, in 1672, he 
made this one, That they fuffered fome of his rebel- 
liows Subjects to live in their Country. Bore/, their 
Ambailador, anfwered, ‘That it wasa Maxim of long 
ftanding among them, not to enquire upon what 
Account Strangers came to live in their Dominions, 
but to entertain them all, unlefs they had been guilty 
of confpiring againft the Perfons of Princes. The 
King thereupon telling him, how they bad ufed him 
and his Brothers, the Ambailador with mach Simph 
city aniwered, Alas! Sir, that was another ‘Thing : 
Cromwell was a great Man, and made himielf be 
feared both by Land and Sea. To which the King 
replicd, 1 will make myielf be feared too in my 
Turn. But, as is obferved, he was fcarce as good 
as his Word. 

Even the Turks ftood in Awe of Cromeve/l/, and 
durit not offend him. And all Jtal/y trembled at his 
Name, and feem’d under a panic Fear as long as he 
lived. When Admiral B/ake failed into the Meat- 
terranean, the City of Rome, and all the Pope's Ter- 
ritories, were greatly alarmed; and the ‘lerror of 
the People was fuch, that publick Proceflions were 
made, and the Hott was expofed forty Hours, to 
avert the Wrath of Heaven, and prevent Blake's 
attacking the Dominions of the Church. And in- 
deed we are told, that Cromwe/] ufcd to fay, That 
his Ships in the Mediterranean fhould vilit Civita 
Vecchia, and the Sound of his Cannon fhould be 
heard in Kome. But in the Midft of his Power and 
Grandeur, Death put an End to all his high Projeéts 
and daring Defigns.

Ing very early, they mounted me as berore, and on Surteere 
day Night they brought me to a Phee wheie were Wve ui 
thice Houfes, inone of which [lay all Nigitet, oa Cullu- 
ons, by their Bed-fide : On Sunday Morning they carricd

me trom thence, and about Three or Pour w'Clock, they 
brouglit me to a Piace by the Sea-lide, caihed Deal, where 
they laid me down on the Ground; and, one of them 
{taying by me, the ocher two walked a liccsle orf, ro meer 
a Man, with whom rhey talked; and in their Difcousic, 
I heard them menrion feven Pounds ; after which they 
Wenr away together, and about halt an Hour after re. 
turned. 

The Man (whofe Name, as I after heard, was i 'rerfo.ccz) 


faid, he feared I would die beivre he covld get ine on 
Board; then prefen:ly they pur me into a Bout, and caie 
ried me on Ship-board, where my Wounds were drefled. 
I remained in the Ship, as near as I could reckon, aboot 
fix Weeks, in which Time I was indifwen:ly recovered 
ot my Wounds and Weaknels, Tien the Madler of the 
Ship came and told me, and the reft in we fame Condition, 
that he dilcovered three Turk#l Ships; we al offered to 
fight in the Defence of the Ship and ovifelves; but he 
commanded us to keep clofe, and faid ie woud deal with 
them well enough: A litle while atrer he called us wp, 
and when we came on the Deck, we {aw two Turk fle 
Ships near us; intro one of them we were pur, and placed 
in a dark Hole, where how long we coatinued betore we 
Janded, I know not: When we weve landed, they led us 
two Days Journcy, and put us into a great Houle, or 
Prifun, where we remained four Days and an hair; and 
then came tous eight Mento view us, who feemed ro: 
be Ofhcers; they called us, and examined us of our Trades 
and Callings, which every one antwered; one faid he 
was a Surgcon, another that he was a Broad-cloth Weaver, 
and I, after two or three Demands, faid, I had fome Skill 
in Phyfick: We three were fer by, and taken by rhree of 
thofe eight Men that came to view us: Ie was my Chance. 
to be chofen by a grave Phyfician of cighty-feven Years 
of Age, who lived near to Smyrna, who had tormerly 
been in England, and knew Geulend in Lincolnjhire ; 
witch he preferred before all other Places in England: 
He employed me to keep his Srill-houfe, and gave mea 
Silver bow], double gilr, to drink in; my Butincls was 
moit in that Place ; burt once he tet me to gather Corton. 
wool, which I not doing to his Mind, he ttruck me down 
to the Ground, and atrer drew his Stiletto ta tiab me, bur 
I, holding up my Hands to him, he gave a Stamp, ard 
turned from me, for which J render Thanks to my Lord 
and Saviour Ye/ws Chriff, who ftaid his Hand and pre- 
ferved me. I wasthere abour a Year and three Quarters, 
and then my Matter full lick, on a Thwrfday, and {ent tor 
ne; and, calling me as he ufed, by the Name of Boll, 
told me he fhould die, and bace me fhitt for myfeif: He 
died on Saturday following, and I prefently haftened with 
my Bowl ro a Fort almo!t a Day’s Journey diftant; the 
Way to which Place T knew, having Leen twice there em- 
ployed, by my Malter, about the Carriage ot his Cottons 
wool: WhenI came thither, I addrefled myfcit to two 
Men, who came out ot 2 Ship ot Hambureh, which, as 
they faid, was bound for Portiaal warhin three ar-four 
Days; 1 inquired of them for an Enelijh Ship, they an- 
fwered, there was none ; I inrrearecd them to rake me into 
their Ship, rhey anfwered thev durtt not, tor Fear or being 
difcovered by the Searchers, which might oecafion the 
Forieiture, not onby ot their Goods bur aifo ot ts ¢ir Lives; 
I was very importunate with them, but cou'd nor prevail; 
they leit me to wait on Providence, which, at lenyrh, 
brought 
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brought another out of the fame Ship, to whom I 
made known my Condition, craving his Affilance 
for my T'ranfportation ; he mace me che like Antwer 
as the former, and was as {tiff in his Denial, till the 
Sight of my Bow! pat him toa Paufe: He returned 
to the Ship, andafter half an Hour’s Space, he came 
back again, accompanied with another Seaman, and 
tor my Bow! undertook to tran{port me; but told 
me, I muft be contented to lie down in the Keel, 
and to endure much Hardhhip; which I was content 
to do, to gain my Liberty ; fo they took me Aboard, 
and placed me below in the Veffel, in a very unealy 
Piace, and obicured me with Boards and other 
Things, where I lay undifcovered, notwithftanding 
the ftrict Search made in the Vefiel; my two Chap- 
men, who had my Bowl, honettly furnifhed me with 
V idtuals daily, until we arrived at Lif/low in Portuzal, 
where, as foon as the Matter had left the Ship, and 
was vone into the City, they fet me on Shore money- 
leis to fhire for myfelf: I knew not what Courle to 
take, but as Providence led me, I went up into the 
€ity, and came into a fair Street; and, being weary, 
I turned my Back toa Wail, and leaned upon my 
Staff; over-againft me were four Gentlemen dif- 
courfing together; after a while, one of them came 
to me, and {poke to me in a Language that] under- 
flood not. 

1 told him Iwas an Eng/:/,man, and underttood 
not what he {poke ; he aniwered me in plain Eng/i/, 
that he underftood me, and was himfelf born near 
Wiflech inthe Mile of Ely; then I related to him my 
fad Condition, and he, taking Compaflion on me, 
took me with him, provided for me Lodging and 
Diet, and by his Intereft with a Matter or a Ship 
bound for Exgland, procured my Paflage; and bring- 
ing me on Ship board, he beftowed Wine and Strong- 
waters on me, and at his Return gave me eight St- 
vers, and recouimended me tothe Care of the Mafter 
of the Ship, who landed me fafe at Dower, from 
whence I made a Shift to get to Lorx“con, where being 
turnified with Necefiaries, I came into the Country,

I have feen (in a lower Inffance) three Perions fit 
down at Play, and each draw forty Shillings apiece; 
and, in little more than two Hours, the Te ble keeoer 
has had three Pounds of the Money, and ail the chree 
Gamefters have been Loiers, and laughed az ior their 
Indiferetion. 

Mot Gametters begin at fmall Games, and, by 
Degrees, if their Money or Efiates hold out, they 
rite to great Sums; fome have piay'd Grit all their 
Money, then their Rings, Coach and riorfes, even 
their Wearing-cloaths and Perukes, and then fuch a 
Farm, and ac lait, perhaps, a Lordfhip. You may 
read in our Hillories, how Sir Miles Partridge piay'd 
at Dice, with King Henry the Eighth, for Jefus 
Bells, fo called, which were the greateit in Englane, 
and hung in a Tower of St. Paul's Church, and wor 
them; whereby he brought them to ring in his Poc- 
ket; but the Ropes aiterwards catched about iis 
Neck, for in Edward the Sixth’s Days he was hanged 
for fome criminal Offences.

lf a Man has a competent Eftate of his own, and 
plays whether himfelf or another Man {hall have ir, 
it is extreme Folly: If his Eftate be fmall, then to 
hazard the Lofs even of that, and reduce himf{eif to 
abfolute Beggary, is direct Madnefs. Defides, it has 
been generally obferved, that the Lofs of one hun- 
dred Pounds fhall do ycu more Prejudice, in diiquiet- 
ing your Mind, thanthe Gain of two hundred Pounds 
fhalldo you Good, were you fure to keep it.

31, 1750, for forging 
Eaft India Warrants. 


HIS unfortunate Man, William Baker, about 3% 
Years of Age, was the Son of very honeft and re. 
putable Parents, who kept a Baker’s Shop in Can~ 
none-Street. He was brought up at Merchan:-Taylor’s 
School, where he had very li Education beitow’d on 
him ; and about three Years fince he married his own 
Coulin, the Daughter of a very honeft and reputable 
Clergyman in Northampronfhire, with whom he had a 
handfome Fortune ; and whom he has left behind (with a 
young Child) to bewail his unhappy Exit. When of pro- 
per Age, he was put Prentice to Mr. Keys, a Grocer, in 
Aider{gate-Streer ; and after his Time was our, having a 
ood Fortune to begin with, he fer up asa Grocer, which 
Butiness he followed about feven Years, and acquired in 
that Time a confiderable Addition ot his Fortune. At the 
Expiration of this Time he commenc’d Sugar-baker with 
ene Mr. Carter, co which Bufinefs alone had he applied 
himfelfy he might haye been worth fome Thoufands of 
Pounds, and lived in Credic and Happinefs all his Days ; 
bat being in Hopefof increafing his Fortune, he conftanriy 
attended the Eaft India Company's Sales, where he has 
bought Goods to the’ Amount of ten thoufand Pounds 
at a Time, and always took Care to pay for the faid 
Goods at the Time appointed by the Company, But as he 
fuftained every now and then confiderable great Lofics 
upon the Goods bought at thefe Sales, at lait his Fortune 
was greatly diminifhed, and in a Manner loft; which 
(unfortunately for him) induc’d him to make ufe of the 
unhappy Methods for which he has fuffered, to raife 
Money, only to fupply prefent Purpofes, without dirett 
Intention to have defrauded any Perion whatever, bur on 
the contrary, in Hopes to have had fome lucky Chance or 
other, in his large Undertakings, to have redeemed his 
paft Loffes. He was a Man that never was addicted to 
Drinking, Gaming, &¥c. the Vices of the Age, nor given 
to any Extravagancy whatever. 

As he ufed to buy fuch large Quantities of Goods ar 
thefe Sales, he was obliged to borrow large Sums upon 
Intere{t, tomake good his Paymenrs; for which Sums hé 
has upon an ia paid aboye four hundred Pounds 
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He nequently fecmed very uneafy at hearing that the 
World cenfured bim very much conmerang an Anat O- a 
Bankrupt fome Years fince, tor which Reatons he gave the 
tojlowing Accounr of it himfelt, and detured the fame 
right be publifhed. . Py oe .
